1. (S) In view of the strong position in reference E, I 
propose to approve General Watson's recommended instructions 
modified as indicated in paragraphs 2 and 3 below. I would like 
to point out, however, that this is a radical departure from 
previous instructions and will probably result in an echange of 
fire between US troops and Vopo's which I have been trying to 
avoid happening. Such an eventuality I feel will lower the 
dignity of elite US troops by involving them with communist 
police and may result in intervention in similar manner by 
communist military farces, thereby inflaming the present 
situation. It will raise what is now considered a police 
incident to an international incident with which the State 
Department will be c«?ncerned. I feel that West Berlin police 
should be responsible under normal circumstances for the sector 
border. To assist tl^em in carrying out this responsibilty we are 
in the process of issuing them some 6,000 M-l rifles with 
ammunition and equipment and nave proposed the issue to them of 
2,000 carbines. This should be completed by about 6 Nov. I 
would like to say, too, that I recognize no connection between 
West Berlin police responsibilty for the sector/sector border and 
the requirement for military
